WINTER, AND THE NEW GUARD, ARRIVED EARLY 


We promised a month ago to report the trials and triumphs 
of Eisenhower as president and now, six weeks before in- 
auguration, we find that the story of the administration 
has already begun. For Lire, the first or Korean phase 
was a tough one. We had to have photographers at the 
right spots 10,000 miles away, then get the pictures cen- 
sored and delivered 10,000 miles (see map). Here is what 
John Dille, Lire’s reporter in Korea, cabled about cover- 
ing chapter one: 

“Sometimes a story comes along which can be told only 
by the camera. General Eisenhower's historic trip last week 
was such a story. Most of us who waited for him in Korea 
knew that it would be primarily a picture story, a story 
cut to measure for Lire, and we planned accordingly. 

“Eisenhower was on a mission which might well in- 
fluence the military and political history of the U.S. and 
the free world, And yet, for obvious reasons, he could not 
tell the reporters much about what he found. As a result 
dozens of high-priced and experienced writers, many of 


whom went to Korea especially for Eisenhower's trip, 
were completely frustrated. They could only list his stops, 
report that he was cold, that he ate with some enlisted 
men, and that he said very little. 

“Tt fell to photographers to document the trip and to 
show the public at home what had gone on. In a platoon 
of cameramen dogging General Eisenhower's footsteps and 
plane hops across the wintry front was Lire’s Michael 
Rougier, who for 18 months had photographed the ups and 
downs of the Korean war, and Horace Bristol, who was 
also shooting for London’s Picture Post. Theirs was a dif- 
ficult job, but the Army cooperated magnificently with 
the press, and special light planes were laid on at our 
request to keep cameras a jump ahead of Eisenhower all 
the way. The team of Bristol and Rougier, as you will 
see [pages 23 through 29], had a busy week. Once in 
the cockpit of a light plane Ike spotted Mike and smiled. 
re you cold?’ he asked. Mike was so cold that he could 
barely operate a camera, much less blurt out an answer.”2

ADOR'S VIEW FROM A PLATEAU 


WARNING FROM SOMERSET 


On a recent Friday afternoon seven policemen 
drove squad cars up the rough road to a 300- 
year-old farmhouse in the rolling hill country 
of England's Somerset. There they served Mr. 
and Mrs. Ted Hasell with an order of evic- 
tion—not for debt, but for “bad husbandry.” 
Soon the Hasells, wet-eyed, loaded their be- 
longings into the old family car and chugged 
off into the night for refuge with neighbors 
and friends, Father, mother and seven chil- 
dren, they had been deprived of the English- 
man’s most cherished possession, the home 
which is—or used to be—his castle. 

The Hasell case was one of a growing num- 
ber of tragedies of life under the British Ag- 
icultural Act of 1947. How could such a 
thing happen in freedom-loving Britain? This 
is how. During World War IT when Britain 
was faced with the tremendous task of shift- 
ing its agriculture from animal husbandry to 
crop cultivation, emergency committees were 
armed with vast powers, including eviction, 
to enforce efficiency in agriculture. Home- 
grown food in embattled Britain had a near 
top priority. 

Instead of letting the system lapse at the 
end of the war, the new labor government, 
torn in the sterling crisis with the need for 
maximizing home production, eagerly sought 
further cooperation from the farmers. A bar- 
gain was struck whereby the farmers, in re- 
turn for government price and market guaran- 
tees, agreed to submit to regulation, Written 
into the Agricultural Act of 1947 were what 
seemed to be adequate democratic safeguards 
—farmers themselves would serve on the 
county Agricultural Executive Committees; 
there would be an appeals tribunal with farm- 
ers on it. But the weapon of eviction was there. 
And there was no provision for appeal to law. 

In the last few years eviction proceedings 
have been brought against nearly 250 farm- 
ers. The county committees, all supporters of 
the act, increasingly delegated their author- 
ity to hired snoopers, many of them former 
“bad farmers” themselves. In short, what was 
hatched as democratic planning became plain 
tyranny. The law has aroused increasing oppo- 
sition, Two hundred farmer-neighbors signed 
a petition for Ted Hassel. Though admittedly 
not the best farmer in the world, he had been 
railroaded, his friends felt, out of the farm his 
family had owned for three centuries. 

The American farmer will know very well 
what this is all about. For 20 years now he 
has felt the hand of the Washington bureauc- 
racy stirring increasingly into his affairs, offer- 
ing to trade market security for administra- 
tive control. The English experience should 
warn him about just what the bargain means. 
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The American labor movement's choice for 
president was Adlai Stevenson, Last week he 
assured the C.L.O. that his defeat was not 
a disaster for labor, “nor necessarily even a 
misfortune.” 

The C.1.O., busy electing Walter Reuther 
its own new president, seemed to accept this 
counsel as sound (pp. 30-31). The A.F. of L., 
one of whose officers has been named Eisen- 
hower’s Secretary of Labor, has even less 
reason to fear the new regime. Yet labor's 
role in our political life during the next four 
years is bound to be quite different from that 
of the last 20. Its favorite party is out of 
power; its two leaders, Murray and Green, 
are dead; and it acquires fresh leadership at 
the precise time when its goals seem to need 
fresh definition. 

The presence of a union careerist, Martin 
Durkin, in the new Cabinet is a hostage to 
the protection of labor’s past gains. By and 
large, after 20 years of climbing, labor finds 
itself on a fairly rich and respectable pla- 


teau. According to Stevenson, the “long bat- 
tle for status and recogni 


n has largely 
been won 

He is certainly right about recognition. 
The organization drives of the ’30s and ’40s 
have more than tripled union membership 
to something like 15 million—out of a total 
of 62 million employed. Some experts figure 
that union membership has reached a satu- 
ration point, in that new organizing drives 
confront diminishing returns from money 
and effort. If so, the unions have reached 
this plateau without beginning to monopo- 
lize labor. This is probably good both for the 
flexibility of the economy and the health of 
the unions. 

Is Stevenson also right about labor's “‘sta- 
tus’? That battle is only partly won. Union 
leaders have begun to get honorary degrees 
from universities and invitations to join 
country clubs. Their names lend prestige to 
the letterheads of worthy causes; they are 
becoming more active in civic and charity 
aflairs. The ferment of democracy has start- 
ed but not completed the erasure of fool- 
ish social distinction between wage and sal- 
ary earners. 


Generally speaking, the post-New Deal la- 
bor movement has not altered old Sam Gom- 
pers’ one-word definition of labor's goals: 
“MORE.” This is a goal common to most 
Americans. At bargaining time most unions 
can sound quite reckless about where the 
“more” is supposed to come from. At other 
times, however, the unions have come to 
recognize, with management, that the only 
real source of “more” is rising productiv- 
ity. As this doctrine deepens and the fear 
of mass unemployment continues to wane, 
class-war rhetoric (such as Walter Reuther 
was still using before the C.I.0. convention 
last week) and feather-bed rules should alike 
become more and more obsolete. The famous 


General Motors-U.A.W. contract of 1950-55 
may prove to have been a historic turning 
point in U.S. labor-management relations, 
for it clearly recognizes the connection be- 
tween wages and productivity. This contract, 
by the way, was negotiated by Reuther and 
“Engine Charlie” Wilson, the new Secretary 
of Defense. 

With average hourly wages at an all-time 
high ($1.69), most unions have already di- 
verted their bargaining energies from hourly 
rates to security benefits and also to a large 
new problem area, the guaranteed annual 
wage, of which much more will be heard, On 
the legislative front, labor has talked itself 
into an impossible position toward the Taft- 
Hartley Act, but there are many indications 
that its high command really accepts Sen- 
ator Taft’s quite reasonable slate of cor- 
rective amendments. There may be more 
serious disagreements over industry-wide 
bargaining, a controversial issue on which 
Congress would do well to go slow until 
more evidence is in, For its part, labor has a 
big job to do in bringing all unions and un- 
ion practices up to the standard of the best. 
The criminals who pass as union men on the 
New York waterfront, for example, should 
get the same kind of treatment U.S. labor 
gave the Communists in driving them from 
its ranks, 


President-elect Eisenhower will take office 
at a time of labor peace. No big contracts 
are scheduled to be reopened in the immedi- 
ate future. The mood is one of calm expect- 
ancy, in which labor looks to the White 
House for the playing of the next card. If la- 
bor’s new “maturity” is recognized as such, 
it will prove more genuine than if it is 
scorned or suspected. 

But does maturity mean stagnation? Has 
labor nothing to do but stand pat? Some 
union leaders don’t think so. They iden- 
tify labor's interest not only with old gains 
at home but with freedom abroad. George 
Meany and Walter Reuther have both ac- 
tively sponsored an aggressive fight against 
Communism in European labor, waged by 
able men like Irving Brown (A.F, of L.) and 
Victor Reuther (C.I.0.). Most of the mass- 
production unions have long since aban- 
doned labor's old protectionism and are urg- 
ing freer trade. In its November Economic 
Outlook, the C.1.0. reverses one traditional 
union policy by advocating the relaxation of 
immigration restrictions. The logic of an ex- 
pansionist economic system appeals to labor 
as to other Americans. 

Such is the state of U.S. labor in this in- 
terregnum. If the omens hold and tempers 
are kept, the U.S. may be in for a refresh- 
ing period of labor-management peace. But 
as an organ of democracy, the union move- 
ment has an agenda as long as democracy’s 
own. It has no reason to be afraid, still less 
reason to relax.

Germany nears European Community 


West German Chancellor Konrad Adenauer last week

The chancellor 
has postponed the final vote until the courts can rule

Jury denounces State Department 


‘After nine months’ work a federal grand jury brought 
out a scathing report on disloyal Americans in the 
U.N. The jury charged the State Department with 
giving “a clean bill of health” to some of the “most 
flagrant and obvious cases of disloyalty” and also 
denounced the Department of Justice for trying to 
block publication of the report. No specific indict- 
ments were made against individual U.N. employes, 


but the investigation will probably continue. Mean- 
time Secretary General Trygve Lie announced the 
dismissal of nine American U.N. employes who had 
refused to tell U.S. investigators whether or not they 


had ever been engaged in subversive activities. 


Afier years of research the Personnel Institute has

A truckload of students planning a comedy overturns and nearly produces an unrehearsed tragedy 


Miss Connolly, the dramatic coach, thought all 
the time that the seniors in the re 
(Pa.) High School's senior play were safe 
the classroom.

In the U.S., Joly ere 
a Wild West number satirizing horse operas which he titled Le West- 
ern, His horses do not look as real as his cowpunchers because the 
troupe finds people easier to imitate than animals. Now 42, Joly is the 
father of six children. He fond of them except when they come 
n while he is working. They stand around, watch his wildly waving 
nds and, invariably, treat the whole thing as if it were child’s play.

THE BASIC DISH IS RICE 


Rice, staple of Chinese meals, is shown opposite in two ver- 
sions: boiled, in individual dishes, and shrimp fried rice in an- 
tique Chinese bowl.

TEA 


Rinse china or crockery teapot with hot water. Put in it 1 teaspoon oolong 
tea for every cup and pour an equal number of cups of boiling water over the 
tea, Cover, Steep for 5 minutes.

Allow 2 cups long grain rice for four servings. Rinse rice in cold water until 
water runs clear. Put rice in deep, heavy saucepan. Placing hand lightly on 
rice (sketch belotc), add water to cover back of hand.

Fold each 
square in triangle shape (sketch above); press edges together but leave point 
of triangle open a little.

BIG FISH'S LAST FIGHT 


Hook and camera catch a half-ton black marlin 


The fish looked gigantic when it jumped, walking on its tail, trying to 
shake loose the hook, It jumped 17 times, maybe 20. Al Glassell of Texas, 
the man at the other end of the line, was too excited and too occupied to 
keep count. In an hour-and-a-half battle off Capo Blanco, Peru, no one 
helped him. But Glassell knew, as he watched the leaps and his photog- 
rapher, Bob Turner, kept taking pictures, that he had hooked a black 
marlin, one of the rarest and most spectacular of salt water game fish. 

When hauled aboard, the fish weighed 1,025 pounds and at the time 
was the biggest marlin ever caught on rod and reel. Back in 1930 Zane 
Grey landed a marlin which weighed 1,040 pounds, even after sharks had 
chewed off some 300 pounds of its tail. These sharks, like those of Hem- 
ingway's The Old Man and the Sea, brought the fisherman great grief be- 
cause a fish cannot be considered for a record unless brought in whole.

BIGGEST SPHERE FOR THE ATOMIC SUB ENGINE 


Last week the Atomic Energy Commission partially lifted its veil of secre- 
cy and allowed Lirt’s artist to make a drawing of some details of the pro- 
totype of the second U.S. atomic submarine engine and the strange house 
that holds it. The building, now going up near Schenectady, N.Y., will be 
the world’s largest man-made sphere, a 25-foot steel shell. 
In the sphere General Elect gine, 
encase it in a section of submari the hull in a water tank 
and learn how to run the engine. When they eliminate all its “bugs,” 
they will install a duplicate engine in a seagoing sister to the submarine 
Nautilus, which is now being built and which will be run by an atomic 
engine made by Westinghouse. engine will consist of an atomic 
pile to produce heat, pipes of liquefied sodium metal to carry the heat to 
water boilers and create steam and a steam turbine to power the sub- 
marine’s screws. Before building the engine, which conceivably might 
leak some radioactive gases, the scientists will make sure the big ball is 
leakproof by going over its 1,364 welded seams with an X-ray machine.

FIGHTING WITH THE FRENCH FOREIGN LEGION 


A nightmarish and forlorn war of swamps and enemies seldom seen is waged for the free world 


This year an unknown war will cost the U.S. 
$555 million. It has been going on in Indo- 
China since 1946, French troops and their Asian 
allies have been trying, with little promise of 
success, to quell a Communist revolt which 
poses as grave a threat as the war in Korea. If 
the Reds win, all of southeast Asia is threat. 
ened, and also, because the French are so in- 
volved here, they have been less than enthusias- 
tic about their responsibilities in Europe, Here is 
4 firsthand account by a former soldier in the or- 
ganization that is bearing the brunt of the heav- 
iest fighting, the French Foreign Legion. He is 
the son of a well-known British military writer. 


N February of 1951 I climbed up a steep 
road in Marseilles to the bleak gate of Fort 

z headquarters of the 
French Foreign Legion. Self-consciously, 
like a tourist, [ spoke to the shabby sentry in 
stilted French: “Excuse me; [ want to join 
the Foreign Legion.” A soldier was sum- 
moned to take me inside, where a blond

German corporal took away my passport. In 
exchange I was given a couple of blankets 
which I carried to my allotted bunk in a kind 
of long, low cavern. Through iron bars I 
looked out on the harbor below the fort. Was 
in the legion?

Surrounded by the high walls of Fort St. 
Nicolas I entered a twilight interval of exist- 
ence which curiously resembled the medie- 
val picture of purgatory. Each week those

physical defect were turned out. Some were 
turned over in handcuffs to police at the 
barracks gates. One of these was a burl 
American who confided to me, “I had deal- 
ings in the Russian sector of Berlin when 
I was working in Military Government.” 
There were even angels in this purgatory: 


wounded and much-decorated parachutists 
from Indo-China who shook hands each 
morning with the commandant and limped 
away to their first drink of the day before 
our awestruck eyes. 

Hundreds of men in transit were con- 
trolled by a handful of noncoms with the 
judicious aid of whistle, fist and boot. From 
time to time loudspeakers summoned us to 
interrogation. Later in the day, perhaps, the 
rest of us would notice that the rugs on one 
of the bunks were gone—another reject had 
vanished again into the European labyrinth. 

“Confidentially,” the interrogating officer 
asked me in my turn, “why do you want to 
join the legion?” The reasons which seemed 
so eloquent in London sounded less convinc- 
ing to me as I spoke halting French in a mili- 
tary barracks. My motives were complex and 
untrustworthy, In the distant past of the 
previous week, when I had still been a politi- 
cal journalist in the House of Commons, the 
wide open spaces of North Africa had seemed

ill asleep, we left reality, as we knew it in 
our different ways, to enter into a legend. 

A couple of days in the cramped hold of a ship and in one of 
North Africa’s specially slow trains brought us to Sidi-bel-Abbés, 
the historic Pein of the legion. We arrived in time for the 
early morning cup of coffee which we drank while waiting for ex- 
amination. The remains of our civilian clothes were confiscated in 
exchange for five packets of African cigarets. For another week we 
underwent a repeat performance of medical examinations and se- 
curity interrogations, the rest of the time being occupied with such 
thought. provoking fatigues as tending the sun-baked graves of the 

ion dead and wrapping up copies of the legion magazine, Képi 
Blanc, for dispatch to its public throughout the world. 

We had looked forward with deep apprehension to this stage of 
our career. As it turned out basic training in the mod- 
on_was less strenuous than it would probably have been 
in the U.S. Marines, and there was certainly less insistence on 
drill, spit-and-polish and automatic obedience than in many Brit- 
ish training units. 

The recruits I went in with were mixed in the legion’s proud 
and international tradition, The composition of my barracks room 
gives a fair picture of the legion makeup at the present time and, in 
particular, of the problem facing our cynically patient young s 
geant, a former officer-cadet of the Reichswehr and sparetime stu- 
dent of Nietzsche. Out of 20 men, 13 were German or Austrian, 
including a politically minded young man of Dutch birth and an ad- 
mirably impartial corporal-in-charge who was half French. Three 
were French, including a hefty ex-gendarme and a little doctor who 
had lost hi i ts for collaborating with the Nazis. The resi- 
due included a Finnish sailor we called “Eskimo,” an Italian mason, 
a sly middle-aged Belgian who claimed to have been a legion ser- 
geant before the war, and me.

‘There were no interracial fights. This was due less to any idealism 
about international cooperation than to the fact that our individual 
differences cut across national cleavages. The Germans, who m 
have dominated the rest, represented a wide cross section of Ger- 
man life: an adventurer who had deserted from the East Zone 
Communist police, a master carpenter whose business had gone 
bankrupt, a young chef who had abandoned his wife, a teen-ager 
who wanted to escape from his family, a Berliner who spoke fluent 
American with a Harvard accent and kept us amused with tales and 
imitations of Nazi leaders and American officers and their wives. 

For the most part we trained in small groups, stalking through 
woods, leapfrogging across dunes, practicing German marching 
songs with French words and frequently pausing to buy candy or 
beer from the Arab donkeymen who followed us around. Orders 
and instructions were translated from ¢ French into German 
and occasionally into Italian. Sometimes they were translated into 
English for my special benefit; in return [us English 
lessons to our French officer. 

Some of us trained in wartime GI tunics, still complete with 
American buttons, tucked into French trousers. Others wore Brit- 
ish battle dress, according to taste. In the course of our two months’ 
stay a consignment of American denims, a miscellaneous bundle of 
khaki shorts and a package of what were said to be prewar tunics 
from an American military academy were distributed. For guard and 
occasional police duty we dressed up in green ties, scarlet epaulettes 
and blue sashes, the sashes being used at other times to wrap up 
the rest of our clothes in traditional style on the bare shelf above 
our beds. When we left Sidi-bel-Abbés, everything—including the

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toothbrushes we had been issued—had to be handed back; we 
kept only what we stood up in, The legion travels light. 

During our training period at Sidi-bel-Abbés we ate our meals 
on the ground—though the canteen was beautifully designed; we 
washed ourselves and our clothes in the same trough of cold water 
—though the swimming pool was magnificent. The food itself was a 
characteristic hotchpotch of French, Italian, German and native 
dishes which sometimes rose to the heights of French cuisine and 
sometimes descended to the depths of African fodder. Breakfast 
usually consisted of black coffee and a “sandwich” of bread and 
chocolate or a cold fish, Much of the food was produced on the 
legion farms and collected by mule-driven carts from the barracks. 
Often I felt as though I were on a large and lengthy picnic given by 
an eccentric host who had forgotten to bring half the essentials 
for an ill-assorted collection of guests who were wondering why they 
had been crazy enough to come. 

In our training the noncoms were apparently allowed consider- 
able discretion. It could hardly have been otherwise in so cosmo- 
politan a force, most of whose officers are literally a race apart from 
the men. But the old stories of sadistic brutality and relentless dis- 
cipline have little foundation in present reality. It is true that re- 
cruits were liable to get their faces slapped, even on parade. It was 
accepted as part of the tradition, like the shaven heads of those who 
broke discipline, like the fancy badges proudly worn by ex-members 
of punishment companies, which bore the inscription: “Hard Jus- 
tice but Justi

The second occasion was more eventful. At the end of my train- 
ing period I found myself separated by mischance from my com- 
panions. Failing to get leave to rejoin ‘them before they sailed for 
the East, I broke out of barracks and tried to hitch-hike to the em- 
barkation camp. But I was caught by Arabs on the outskirts of a 
village and then marched back to the nearest police station with my 
hands above my head and the gun of a French policeman at my back. 
The French take no chances in these matters and even in uniform a 
man is presumed guilty of desertion, if not worse, until he is proved 
innocent. So I started the minimum sentence in the hot barracks 
prison, chopping logs with a faulty ax until midnight and being 
brought out of my cell at 4 in the morning to recommence work. 
This was not the prescribed routine; it just happened that there was

ish accept all refugees,” I replied hopefully A notice announe- 

ing the return of the five was soon pinned up to discourage the rest 
of us. I saw them next in the prison of the Saigon transit camp. 
From there I was posted to the First Foreign Cavalry Regiment in 
southern Vietnam, along with a German, a Pole, a Hungarian, a 
Frenchman, an Italian and a former Soviet Russian partisan who 
were returning to Indo-China for a second tour of service. 

Leaving Saigon, we entered immediately into a watery version of 
the Wild West. Ric! kety towers surrounded by bamboo stockades 
guarded the roads and bridges, over which overloaded cars and 
brightly colored motor coaches traveled in haphazard convoys be- 
hind speeding military vehicles. At the headquarters of the regi- 
ment innumerable flags of France and Vietnam hung at half-mast 
in the pouring rain for a general who had been assassinated in the 
main street on the previous day. During the night, which we spent 
in the hall of a requisitioned villa, the sound-of exploding grenades 
and rifle shots came across the river from the jungle, and at dawn 
we were chilled by the slow tolling of a church bell. The next day, 
depressed by a sense of doom from my first impressions of the war, 
I left Saigon for an amphibious squadron. Already the time I had 
spent at Marseilles and in Africa seemed a dream that was now dis- 
solving into a nightmare. 


AT EASE at the end of a day's exhausting march through swamps, a legion- 
naire soaks his feet in one of the innumerable streams that cut through the 
delta land. Swampy ground makes pursuit of rebels difficult and slow process. 
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I was soon to discover that to the soldiers of the Legion, Indo- 
China was overlaid by a miasma of fear, suspicion and reports of 
corruption. We knew little of what was really happening. We never 
received any official enlightment in the way of a lecture. Our mail, 
like the local newspapers, was censored. A German fellow legion 
naire was seen entering the U.S. Information Center at Saigon. 
"There will be trouble,” the security officer warned him, “if you 
are caught going there again.” There was almost no leave away 

from the place where we were sta- 
tioned. We knew only the ugly back- 
ground of this forlorn war. 

Since 1946 Frenchmen, Arabs, 
Senegalese, Asians—and the legion 
—have been fighting a Communist 
rebellion directed by the so-called 
Vietminh government whose troops 
include Red Chinese volunteers, 
ex-Japanese occupation troops and 
deserters from the Foreign Legion.

large number of the French people are openly hostile to the war, 
as we discovered from the Communist seamen on our troopships 
and the dockers at Marseilles. There is much talk in Indo-China 
of glory” to be won by fighting for France, yet there are rumor: 
of negotiations and compromise at every level. SI 
have been committed by both sides, yet prisoners-of-war have ¢ 
been well treated and even exchanged on a large scale. 

The legion, represented by as many as 20,000 men at a time in 
Indo-China, has borne the brunt of the heaviest fighting and pro- 
portionately the severest casualties. In a corner of the converted 
cinema which constituted our sleeping quarters was a kind of altar 
on which were inscribed the names of legionnaires killed each year: 
1951... 1950... 1949... 1948 . 

All legionnaires are liable to serve two years in the Indo-China 

war in the course of their five-year engagement. Many volunteer to 
return after a few months’ leave in North Africa. The pay is much 
higher than in Africa, the discipline less strict. The war in Indo- 
China for these men, hard and cruel though it may be, is not a job 
to be completed, a cause to be won. It is a life. Some of them, it is 
true, do not care whether they live or die. Sleeping beside me in the 
converted cinema was a young Frenchman who was rarely sober at 
any time of the day or night and muttered to himself in a twilight 
of alcoholic despair. But others, particularly the German vetera 
have acquired a certain philosophy. “Always let someone else go 
ahead,” advised the German noncom before I went out on my first 
jungle operation, “‘in case there are any booby traps.”

Into the swamp 


IN south Vietnam, at the delta of the Mekong River, lies a great 

marshy plain where dumps of food and arms can be ¢ 
den or transported. When I arrived on the fringe of this reg 
year, it was the wet season and the whole area of wild 
forests and innumerable streams was a vast swampy no-man’s 
land. A large collection of Weasels, amphibious-tracked vehicles 
designed for snow, sand, mud and water, were bought for the 
French forces, who called them “crabs” and used them on the 
plain of the delta. They were manned by a mixed crew of For 
Legionnaires and Asian commando troops and deployed in conjune- 
tion with landing ships from the French navy and recon nce 
bombers of the French air force. 

In August I joined the crew of a crab as machine gunner. My 
comrades were three Europeans and three Asians. In a day of 
hurried preparations we filled the vehicle with a miscellaneous col- 
lection of French, American and British guns plus numerous bot- 
tes of brandy, wine and a rough native concoction fermented out 
of rice. In the evening we left our barracks and with some 10 other 
crabs were embarked on a landing craft. Gunboats escorted us as 
we sailed slowly up the river. 

At dawn, in the neighborhood of Vinh Long, one of the larger 
towns in the delta, we disembarked and rendezvoused with other 
units. Elsewhere in the delta three other amphibious squadrons 
were converging from widely scattered bases and then fanning out 
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MIRED IN MUCK, crew of a “crab,” an amphibious vehicle used by the 
legion, has gone over the side to get a grenade which had fallen into swamp, 
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westward through the unknown terrain. This particular operation 
was to last for five days and nights. 

Our mission was to sweep through territory which might be 
held by the Vietminh or held by nobody in particular, to flush 
out Vietminh troops, take them prisoner if we could, or kill them 
if we could not, and destroy any supply dumps we could find. There 
were no “objectives” in the usual military sense: we were not out 
to capture territory or strongpoints. 

The first day we plunged into the swamp from a landing craft 
and started the tense, exhausting job of searching a swamp under 
a sky which either poured with torrential rain or blazed with tropi- 
cal heat. Our canvas-topped crab was alternately a sink and a fur- 
nace. Every 10 minutes or so we had to jump out into the body-high 
bog infested with tenacious leeches and water snakes in order to 
tear away at the grass tangled in our tracks or to haul the vehicles 
across one of the countless concealed dikes. 

The Vietminh were noteasy enemies to find. Warned by ubiquitous 
or friendly inhabitants, they usually managed to slip into the 

hefore we had a chance of coming within firing range. Only 
inal did we hear the sound of their mortars and machine 
guns. A dozen times a day we came across villages or lone huts in 
the clearings and a party was sent on foot to investigate with car- 
bines and grenades. In these “zones of pacification,” as they are 

itely—and optimistically—called, we rounded up the squeal- 
s, shot the cattle, looted what seemed worth taking and 
t fire to the buildings and supply dumps. 

We saw no Vietminh. We did come across a few abandoned wom- 
en and children crouching in the mud under hut floors or hiding 
in little boats in the long grass. I used to wonder what happened 
to them after we left. 

At night we camped in dank, steamy clearings or in open gra 
land, a new camp each night. As we stood guard, the mosquitoes 
were far more immediate enemies than the Vietminh. 

The last day of the mission the crabs of our squadron were 
ordered to lie in wait, like half-submerged monsters in the pri- 
meval bog, while a French air attack blasted some Vietminh who 
had been spotted in one of their radio-equipped jungle strongholds. 
This time the Vietminh had delayed their getaway too long. The 
planes splattered them with napalm. That concluded the operation 
and the next morning we returned to our base at My Tho. 


‘Mon Dieu, en avant!’ 


EVER came close to an orthodox military action in the le- 

gion, although about three weeks after the patrol action de- 
scribed above I was under fire from my own side. Early that morn- 
ing, not far from the same place we had been before, we were 
prodded ahead with cries of “En avant! Mon Dieu, en avant!” from 
our highly strung lieutenant, who liked to play the church organ 
and who goaded himself into a frenzy whenever one of our crabs 
stuck fast in the swamp or jungle. 

It was raining as usual. Guttural German curses intermingled 
with the more polite “Ach, Gott im Himmel” answered the excit- 
able lieutenant as we hacked through the undergrowth. Noncoms 
directed our Asian auxiliary troops to level the steep bank of the 
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stream with picks and spades. The noncoms were bellowing virtu- 
ally the only common word we all knew: ““Maulen! Maulen!” which 
freely translated means “Dammit, hurry up!” 

Two of us jumped into the swollen stream and swam into the 
fast current to help guide our heavily laden vehicle, which the 
driver was powerless to control alone. Suddenly a hail of machine- 
gun fire spattered the water from the jungle. I ducked under the 
water behind a clump of water lilies, just avoiding a large water 
snake. It looked as if we had been ambushed. But it was only our 
Arab infantry, creeping through the trees and always trigger- 
happy. who had mistaken us for the enemy. The firing ceased 
abruptly and we scrambled wearily onto the far bank and into the 
open country. From this operation too we returned to base with- 
out having seen an enemy soldier. 

Only in the evenings, as night fell with tropical swiftness, did 
we sometimes relax, briefly and insecurely. Some deserted hut was 
turned into a temporary bivouac. While the Europeans greased 
the trucks and cleaned the guns, the Asians roasted the pigs and 
chickens which we had rounded up during the day and shinnied up 
the trees for coconuts. Afterward, beside the dying embers of the 
log fires, the Europeans sang Deutschland iiber Alles or sad melo= 
dies of their distant homeland. 

I was a veteran of the Second World War, but on my first night 
of operations in the Plaine des Jones, left alone in the open swamp 
beside my crab, I wept. I was overcome less by fear or physical 
exhaustion, to which I was inured, than by a kind of spiritual 
annihilation, I was oppressed by a grim intensity which I had 
never felt even when I was a British sailor in the most desperate 
days of the Battle of the Atlantic. No one ever seemed to crack a 
joke or to take things easy—no one except Joe, the Jewish cor- 
poral who had worked for the Americans and was counting the 
weeks until he could emigrate to the U.S. 

I was overcome by the primitive inhumanity of a struggle in 
which machines were more valuable than human beings. We were 
expendable. I was resentful that I was sometimes called on to risk 
my skin because, as it seemed to me, the French wanted to save 
ammunition. I was horrified that our drivers were heavily fined 
and imprisoned on return to barracks for accidental damage they 
might do to the engines in the course of these bizarre operations. 
But my comrades—Asians, East Europeans, Latins, Germans—did | 
not appear to accept it as unnatural. ‘This is not the way you Brit- 
ish and Americans make war,” they told me, and shrugged. 


Semilegalized wives, half-caste children 


'HE conclusion of an operation in the delta meant the begin- 

ning of a harder routine in barracks. The crabs had to be over- 
hauled, local recruits drilled, the camp guarded against the con- 
stant threat of ambush. Even with the daily use of prisoners, who 
had to be carefully guarded, there was hard maintenance work 
around the camp to be done with the most primitive equipment. 

Inside the camp the local auxiliaries or “cavaliers,” as they were 
called, lived under canvas with their families. And across the way 
some of the legionnaires, too, had their semilegalized wives and 
half-caste children. These children may in time be educated in mil- 
itary schools for the new Vietnam army, thus providing a notable 
example of long-term military planning. We had members of the 
Herrenvolk in our ranks, but with us there was no color discrimi- 
nation. We fought, paraded and worked together even though there 
were language difficulties with Asian noncoms. 

‘The atmosphere of the camp was sticky with suspicion. The 
legionnaires mistrusted the Indo-Chinese auxiliaries who shared 
guard duty in the outposts and there was a continual apprehen- 
sion that our inadequate supply of arms and ammunition might 
“disappear.” Even the five officers, who lived and slept in a house 
outside the camp, did not seem to trust each other; my own officer 
was put under close arrest on the day I left. In this camp, as in 
other barracks in Indo-China, informers, most of them French- 
men, were assigned by the authorities to keep watch on the activi- 
ties and conversations of their comrades. 

Much that happens in Indo-China is incomprehensible except. 
when it is seen against this background of tense suspicion. Fun- 
damentally it explains my own departure from Indo-China and 
my release from the legion at the beginning of this year. 

T was sent to a unit for which I was neither trained nor suited, 
though in Africa I had been led to expect that I would be given a 
job fitted to my naval and civilian experience. Although at the time 
I suspected the local authorities of ill intentions, they were prob- 
ably just at a loss to understand why I had come to Indo-China at 
all. There is a widespread resentment among the French of the 
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Anglo-American attitude toward this war. Also, as I discovered, the 
British and Americans have long had a reputation for causing 
trouble in the legion. 

One of those trivial misunderstandings occurred which might 
happen to any soldier in any army, especially in a hot climate, and 
I was charged with insubordination. Summoned to the office of my 
panish -born commanding officer, I felt I was being treated un- 
justly. © “This is not the British or American Army,” the CO shout- 

‘ed. ‘You will go to prison.” I was angry enough to shout back at 
‘him, “If you send me to prison, there will be trouble for you and 
for the French authorities.” 

Still shouting at each other, he pushed me out of his office— 
into the arms of the members of the squadron who had been listen- 
ing to this unmilitary exchange through the door. I felt I might be 
shot on the spot. I had challenged not only my commanding officer 
but the whole tradition of the legion. But I was not shot, not even 
punished. What happened was that I was transferred back to base 
headquarters at Saigon and asked to sign a formal request for my 
release, The base commandant himself talked to me. “We can’t 
afford to have an international crisis every time you have a mis- 
understanding,” he said. “In any case,” he added reflectively, ‘I 
don’t think the legion is made for British or Americans.” I signed. 

One day, while waiting to be shipped out of Indo-China, I ran 
into my former commanding officer in the main street of Saigon. 
Despite our fracas I admired him for his conviction and courage 
and so I said to him, “It was an honor to serve under your com- 
mand.” He smiled slightly and replied, “It takes a long time to get 
used to the legion.” 

Soon I was put on a troopship bound for Africa. The voyage was 
slower than the outwardbound journey and there were few inci- 
dents to enliven the trip. A couple of Italians jumped overboard 
in the Strait of Messina, between Sicily and the Italian mainland, 
and got safely ashore; the rest of us cheered them. The food was so 
filthy that one day we collected the whole ration in large tubs and 
threweit overboard. We might also have thrown over some of the 
ship's officers if the legion commandant on board had not pacified 
us. We celebrated Christmas Day with an issue of one square inch 
of chocolate to each man. 

At Marseilles, along with an elegant Italian legionnaire who had 
involved himself with the wife of a commandant in Indo-China, I 
was taken off the ship and brought by car to Fort St. Nicolas, Here 
I was told, “The Minister of Defense has ordered your immediate 
release.” They gave me my passport and I walked out of the fort 
and out of the legion.
